CROP PROGRESS IN KUSTANAYSKAYA OBLAST DISCUSSED 
Alma—~Ata KAZAKHSTANSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 26 May 81 p 2 
[Article by A. Korsunov (Kustanayskaya Oblast): "So the Spike Will Be Strong"] 


[Excerpts] You can not call the Kustanayskaya Steppe either wide open or monoton- 
ous. Now a knoll turning bright green will suddenly rise up, and a moment later 
the eye will rejoice at the sight of a small birch grove. 


Next to one of them is Kapash Nurakhmetov's team's mobile field camp~a woodea wagon 
which has probably given shelter to grain growers for many a spring and autum. 


The surrounding land does not seem remarkable in any way. But last year Kustanay- 
skaya grain growers obtained a record harvest from it--29 quintals of grain per 
hectare, and the average for the five-year plan was 22 quintals. Workers of the 
Kamensk-Ural'skiy Sovkhoz do not intend to lose this position this year. The good 
mood and labor enthusiasm with which the people are working today is a guarantee of 
this. 

“Spring has not pampered us this year, it is constantly raining," says the secre- 
tary of the farm's party committee, B. S. Liskov. "It is necessary to take advan- 
tage of even the smallest ‘windows,’ and we are trying not to reduce the rates of 
work. We quickly transfer people and equipment to fields that have barely dried 
out." 


Spring lasted a long time and there were frequent cold rains. This makes it neces- 
sary for the farmers to reduce planting times to a minimum. In order to improve 
quality of planting throughout the spring fields, they intend to conduct pre- 
planting cultivation. And this means an increased load on the technical equipment. 
Therefore it must be highly maneuverable. 


The question of questions for managers and specialists of the oblast is the problem 
of machine operators. A great deal of attention is devoted to their correct place- 
ment and to the application of advanced technology and progressive forms and methods 
of labor organization which make it possible to increase the productivity of the 
machines and to get by with fewer people. On the majority of farms two machine 
operators are assigned to each tractor during planting, which makes it possible to 
use the equipment 24 hours a day. There are 779 planting complexes operating by 

the Ipatovo method on the fields. Many teams are working under a single order. 














And one is convinced of another thing here: matters proceed best in places where 
people are concerned about themselves. Today the field is a second home for the 
machine operators. Because special attention has been devoted to the cultural and 
living conditions for the machine operators in the oblast. More than 100 agitation 
-artistic and concert brigades and 30 automotive clubs have come out to them on the 
fields. There are also 13 agitation trains in operation on the Kustanayskaya 
fields. They include amateur artists, lecturers, trade workers, and complex con- 
Sumer service brigades. 


But the main thing for the grain growers is the struggle for increasing grain pro- 
duction. And here a great deal of importance is attached to improving the struc- 
ture of the planted areas. The amount of area planted in forage crops in the ob- 
last has recently increased appreciably. This year the area planted in barley and 
oats will be 980,000 hectares. This is 23 percent of the entire area planted in 
grain crops. Moreover, advanced strains of grain crops are being introduced. Du- 
ring the past three years Kustanayskaya farmers have entirely changed over to a 
new Donetskiy-8 strain of barley which produces an additional four quintals per 
hectare. 


Workers in the oblast are very concerned about efficient utilization of mineral 
fertilizers. This year they will be applied to grain crops in the rows on an area 
of 1 million hectares. This is much more than in preceding years. 


There is no more important task for Kustanayskaya grain growers than to complete 
the planting well and on time. They have committed themselves to planting grain on 
5.1 million hectares during the first year of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, and 

they will also increase the proportion of strong and durum wheats in the overall 
volume. This will be a practical contribution to strengthening the country's food 
base.

HARVEST PREPARATION PROBLEMS IN PENZENSKAYA OBLAST REVIEWED 
Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 14 Jun 81 p 1 
{Article by A. Vorotnikov, Penzenskaya Oblast: "While the Ears Ripen"] 


{Text} The grain crops are turning gold in color on the fields in Penzenskaya 
Oblast. Although they are uniform and dense in Bessonovskiy and Penzenskiy Rayons, 
along the border with Saratovskaya Oblast they are smaller and inferior in terms of 
weight and ears. This fact is being taken into account in preparing for the harvest 
work. At the Rassvet Kolkhoz in Kameshkirskiy Rayon, all of the combines have been 
adjusted for low-cut operations and they have been hermetically sealed in a thorough 
manner. 


"The dry summer we are experiencing this year" stated P. Kochnev, the lst Secretary 
of the Kameshkirskiy Rayon Party Committee, "has caused serious corrections to be 
made in the harvest plan. The decision has been made on the farms to harvest not 
only all of the grain but the straw as wel]. Following the example of the Rassvet 
Kolkhoz machine operators, 280 combines andi harvesters were re-equipped for a low 
cutting. The harvester-stackers are be‘ng consolidated and additional panels added 
to their sides. In those areas where the fields a:e sparse, the specialists have 
recommended that the windrows be doubled. The wages of the machine operators have 
been reviewed. A combine operator will be paid not only for his grain yield but also 
for the straw collected. Harvesting-transport complexes have already been created 
on each farm. 


Grain crops occupy 45,000 hectares in the rayon and 8,000 hectares have been set 
aside for peas. The hot days have accelerated the ripening. The personnel at the 
Sovetskaya Rossiya Kolkhoz have already commenced mowing their pulse crops. Just as 
on other farms, a great amount Of attention has been given from the very beginning 
to the rates and quality of the harvest work. For the purpose of accelerating the 
harvest operations, tens of old combines which have already completed their service 
lives are additionally being prepared for work in the rayon. A number of SK-4 units 
which had been written off were not consigned to the scrap heap, but rather were 
restored on a number of farms in Mokshanskiy Rayon. A machine operator at the 
Rossiya Kolkhoz, V. Kondakov, has been operating the same harvesting unit for more 
than 10 seasons. Last year he obtained 4,000 quintals cf grain. This year he has 
vowed to increase his yield by 1,000 quintals. 


However, thorough and thrifty preparations for harvesting the grain crops have not 
been made in all areas. At the Plesskiy Sovkhoz, six serviceable combines are still

unable to participate in the harvest work. The reason? No batteries are available. 
Two completely new batteries were ruined by combine operator M. Vaulin and two more 
by A. Azhnakin. Several batteries, as a result of poor operation and storage, were 
relegated to the dump. 


Some farms in Serdobskiy, Gorodishchenskiy and Bashmakovskiy Rayons have dragged out 
their repair work on the harvesting machines. The grain cleaning stations and 
thrashing floors in some areas have still not been completely restored. 


The impending harvest operations have confronted the transport workers with a number 
of problems. The drivers in Kolyshleyskiy Rayon performed quite well last autumn. 
From the farms here, they delivered the grain to the elevator in a rapid manner and 
with no delays. But from the kolkhozes and sovkhcxzes in Maloserdobinskiy Rayon, 
which they were under contract to serve, the grain was transported in a very poor 
manner. As a result, the work was dragged out and the harvest as a who! suffered. 
In order to organize more efficient control over transport operations, the decision 
was made at the Kolkhoz imeni Voroshilov in Maloserdobinskiy Rayon to create its own 
motorized brigade consisting of 64 trucks. A boarding house was opened, a repair 
workshop is available and a dispatcher point is being equipped. 


The oblast's grain growers must harvest grain crops from an area of 1.5 million 
hectares and pulse crops -- from almost 170,000 hectares. Taking into account the 
harvesting conditions, more than 7,000 combines have been re-equipped for a low 
cutting and hermetically sealed. But the commencement of the busy harvest season 
has uncovered some difficulties and miscalculations. For example, sufficient twine 
is not available for baling the straw. Many complaints are being registered 
concerning the work of Goskomsel‘khoztekhnika: its associations are either not 
supplying the required spare parts whatsoever or delivering them on a tardy basis. 
The material interest of workers attached to the harvesting-transport complexes has 
not been stimulated in all areas, nor has the technical servicing of the units been 
organized in an efficient manner in all instances. The party, soviet and economic 
organs must do everything possible to ensure that these problems are corrected in 
the near future. 


The harvest operations to be carried out on the fields in Penzenskaya Oblast will be 
difficult. But they will commence, as is well known, with preparing all of the 
links in the harvest production line for such operations.

HARVEST CAMPAIGN CONDITIONS IN LENINSKIY RAYON DESCRIBED

{Excerpts} The harvesting of grain crops is proceeding at a maximum 
tempo in southern Kazakhstan. The rumbling of motors continues 
unabated from early morning until late at night out on the grain 
fields. Having cultivated a fine crop, the farmers are devoting all 
of their efforts towards ensuring that the harvest campaign is 
completed on a timely basis and without losses. 


The status of the busy harvest season in Leninskiy Rayon is 
described in the article published below. 


During the new five-year plan, the rayon’s farmers have undertaken the task of 
raising the average cropping power to 20 quintals per hectare. Our grain fields 
occupy an area of 83,600 hectares. Although this year the grain crops developed 

weil in all areas, nevertheless a large portion of them have lodged badly. This has 
force the machine operators into equipping their combines with grain lifters of their 
own design and cutting down the grain crops at lowered speeds. In short, the harvest 
work is being carried out under complicated conditions. But we are fully resolved 

to complete it as rapidly as possible, without losses and to fulfill the planned 

task for selling grain to the state by a factor of 1.5-2. For example, the grain 
growers at the two largest sovkhozes -- imeni Zhdanov and Kommunism -- plan to supply 
the state's granaries with 1 million poods of grain. 


Use of the Ipatovo method will aid them in achieving such high results. At the 
present time, 30 harvesting-transport complexes consisting of 360 teams are 
operating out on the fields. 


Despite the complicated conditions being encountered during this year's harvest, the 
rates for harvesting and selling the grain to the state are high. This is largely 
the result of a well organized competition in the various areas. The results of the 
competition are being summarized on a regular basis. A broad range of moral and 
material incentives has been defined for the best collectives and leadiny harvest 
workers. The achievements of the leading workers are being made known to all of the 
grain growers. 





"Rates and Quality!" -- such is the slogan of the rayon's grain growers as they 
work to bring in the harvest of the first year of the new five-year plan. There can 


be no doubt but that they will honorably fulfill their obligations in behalf of the 
home land.

GRAIN HARVEST PREPARATIONS--Alma-Ata--The grain crops have ripened in the capital 
oblast, which initiated the introduction vf the soil-protective system of farming 
in southern Kazakhstan. The machine operators have commenced the mowing and 
thrashing work. Wheat and barley are being grown over a vast area in the semi- 
desert zone, under the protection of windbreak strips consisting of grasses and 
strips of forest, which have helped them counter cold snaps at the beginning of the 
growing season and thereafter dry winds. In particular, the piedmont zone has 
produced a generous crop. All of the 3,500 combines prepared for the harvest 
operations have been hermetically sealed and staffed with two shifts of drivers. 
Hundreds of people's control posts are monitoring the adjustments of the machines 
and the preservation of the grain along the route. Special attention has been given 
to the timely harvesting of the grain crops and this has been facilitated by use of 
the combine-trailer method for transporting the grain from the combines to the 
thrashing floors. For unloading the combines, extensive use is being made of

There were those who needed an 
extra day or hour: the mowing period was at hand and yet a portion of the combines 
and harvesters on farms in Kletskiy, Oktyabr'skiy and Pallasovskiy Rayons were still 
lying idle in the machine yards. They had not been repaired despite the fact that 

a program was launched in the autumn for carrying out repair work on the harvesting 
equipment during the winter. The harvest season calls for accelerated work rates. 
Commencing with the very first days of the harvest work, the machine operators on 
farms of the Volgo-Don Association, at the Rossiya, Krasnyy Oktyabr' Kolkhozes, at 
the Tingutinskiy Sovkhoz and at other farms employed their equipment in an efficient 
manner. Watch-standing shifts were organized here and the grain harvesting tasks 
were exceeded by twofold. In carrying out their harvest work, the machine operators 
on farms in Volgogradskaya Oblast are following the example set by the leaders. 
Armed with leading experience, they are striving to complete the harvest operations 
at a high tempo and to gather in all of the crops grown out on the fields.

STAVROPOL*SKLY KRAY GRAIN OPERATIONS--This year the farms in Stavropol'skiy Kray 
have developed fine grain crops. The wheat is full-weight and has high stalks. But 
the driving rainfall and strong winds which occurred recently on many fields knocked 
the wheat down and twisted it up. The weather conditions and the possibility of

hail falling have forced the specialists into re-examining their harvest work plans. 
Whereas earlier the plans called for 81 percent of the grain crops to be laid out in 
windrows, the decision has now been made to handle all of the grain in this manner. 
Under such conditions, the collectives of interfarm enterprises for mechanization 
have displayed a high level of organizational ability. They transferred thousands 
of combines and harvesters with experienced crews from the piedmont zones to the 
steppe regions and they succeeded in equipping almost one third of the cutting units 
with grain lifters. All of the new ZhVN-6A harvesters available in the kray and 
adapted for the mowing of lodged grain crops were taken into account. They were 
staffed with harvesting teams from Neftekumskiy, Petrovskiy, Izbil'nenskiy and other 
rayons. And the teams themselves consisted of the best machine operators. A 
stimulating system of wages was developed for them. Such measures are making it 
possible to raise the tempo of the harvest operations. A distinctive feature of the 
present harvest operations is the fact that all work is being carried out in a single 
complex. Simultaneous with the thrashing work the fields are cleared of straw, the 
stubble fields are scuffled and the bastard fallow is prepared. At the present time, 
the grain from the new harvest is being thrashed and sold in all of the steppe regions 
in Stavropol'skiy Kray. The obligation -- to sell to the state no less than 1.9 
million tons of high quality grain -- is being reinforced by practical work.

USING TWIN UNITS--Pavlodarskaya Oblast--This year the machine operators at the Mayak 
Sovkhoz in Pavlodarskiy Rayon employed unusual units for their green harvest -- 

twin triple-girder hay mowing machines. In this manner, the sovkhoz machine 
operators succeeded in increasing considerably labor productivity out on the 
meadows. In addition to the economic effect they produce, the wide-cut haying units 
also improve the quality of the feed being procured, since the twin hay mowing 
machines operate in unison with 14-meter rakes -- two technological operations are 
carried out simultaneously. The Mayak does not have flooded meadows on the flood 
plain of the Irtysh River and its collective can rely only upon the availability of 
non-irrigated haying lands. It is difficult to obtain high grass yields from such 
land. It is for this reason that land improvement work is carried out on a regular 
basis at the sovkhoz. Thrifty concern for strengthening the feed base is producing 
the desired results: 6,000-7,000 tons of highly nutritious steppe hay are being 
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accumulated annually in the storehouses. This year the sovkhoz machine operators 
are procuring their feed under complicated conditions. The month of June was very 
hot and July can be expected to produce many surprises. The mowing personnel are 
hastening to complete their grass harvesting work on a timely basis. The drivers of 
the twin units -- I. Yaremchuk, V. Volokzhaninov, N. Besedin, E. Mutov and others -- 
are over-fulfilling the norms to a considerable degree. |by Yu.

The 
industrial technology for growing corn requires a good logistical base. Unfortunately, 
it is weak. The farms are experiencing an acute shortage of units for use in 
preparing solutions and applying herbicides. The existing machines are obsolete and 
of low productivity. The efficiency experts are studying the problem. This year, 
for example, 5,000 units have been produced in rural workshops for applying 
herbicides and 6,000 units for the preparation of solutions. However, the use of 
primitive production methods is causing the farms to expend excessive resources and 
the replacement of implements called for by the technology by other implements often 
results in a reduction in the quality of the work. At the same time, of the 
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equipment scheduled for delivery to the republic, only tractors and sowing machines 
were shipped. Some of the machines were not complete upon delivery. The sowing of 
corn for grain has been completed. Healthy seedlings have already appeared and the 
tending of the crops has commenced. The republic's corn growers have made a fine 
start and it is hoped that a high yield will be obtained for this important crop.

WHEAT PLANTING--Alma-Ata--Farmers of Kazakhstan have completed wheat planting. 

More than 15 million hectares have been planted in this main food crop. Many sov- 
khozes and kolkhozes conducted the planting of this crop using only first-class 
seeds. In order to increase the fertility of the land, on large areas the seeds 
were placed in the soil with the simultaneous application of mineral fertilizers in 
the rows. Vigorous shoots are already coming up on many wheat fields. The techni- 
cal equipment that has been released is now being used to plant the seeds of other 
spike, pulse and groat crops.

FARMERS SUCCESS--Having extensively developed socialist competition to lay a firm 
basis for the crop in the first year of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, farmers of the 
republic completed the planting of wheat at optimal times on an area of more than 
15 million hectares. Mainly strong and durum strains were planted, and the seeds 
that were placed in the soil were of conditions. Overcoming difficult weather con- 
ditions, the machine operators conducted the planting in an organized way.

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PROGRESS, PROBLEMS IN SUPPLYING PROTEIN FOR LIVESTOCK IN BELORUSSIA

/Text/ The creation on Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's initiative and implementation of 
a special food program are some of the main tasks set by the 26th CPSU Congress. 
This is quite natural. Man's welfare and happiness are the main meanings of our 
party's activity. Therefore, there is and there can be nothing more important 
than the concern connected with the maximum satisfaction of all the material and 
spiritual needs of people. 


A sharp increase in the production of livestock products, which in turn requires 
a qualitatively new approach to the management of this sector, is one of the main 
problems. Modern animal husbandry is primarily modern fodder production providing 
all types of livestock with high-grade balanced food rations. 


By the end of 1985 Belorussia will produce more than 1 million tons of meat (in 
carcass weight) and more than 6.5 million tons of milk with a significant improve- 
ment in the quality of this product. This is closely connected with fodder pro- 
duction. 


The fodder problem is not new. We deal with it constantly and we have made defi- 
nite advances. From 1965 through 1980 fodder production for collective animal 
husbandry increased from 8 million to 15.8 million tons of fodder units. However, 
present conditions require a totally different approach to fodder production, 
mainly to the qualitative aspect of this matter. We need to procure 24 to 25 mil- 
lion tons of fodder units annually, or 38 quintals per standard head of livestock. 
Field fodder production has become one of the basic sources for this purpose. How- 
ever, kolkhozes and sovkhozes obtain an average of 24 quintals of fodder units per 
hectare of such a field. This is obviously insufficient. 


The protein problem remains most acute. In the last few years one fodder unit of 
procured fodder accounted for only 80 to 90 grams of digestible protein instead of 
105 to 110 grams according to scientifically substantiated norms. Protein supply 
comprised 64 to 71 percent, that is, instead of the necessary 1.2 million tons of 
digestible protein farms had approximately 900,000 tons. This led to a significant 
overexpenditure of fodder in the production of meat and milk, to an increase in 
their production costs and to a reduction in the sector's profitability. 
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That is why, when solving all fodder production problems, we consider the protein 
problem the main one. The calculation is as follows: Every fodder unit should 
contain no less than 100 to 110 grams of digestible protein. How does our program 
with the conventional name "protein" look in practice? 


Grain fodder crops and grasses--various perennial grass mixtures and grasses from 
improved hayfields and pastures--occupy the principal place in the production of 
fodder protein. Let us first discuss grain. By 1985 a total of 3.9 million tons 
of grain, including 750,000 tons of pulse crops, are to be allocated for the needs 
of collective animal husbandry. 


The areas sown with basic fodder crops--perennial grasses, root crops and corn-- 
have become stabilized. They occupy about 37 percent of the arable land. We are 
reorganizing the structure of these crops, widely introducing pulse crops. The 
proportion of lucerne and clover in the group of perennial grass will increase 
from 25 to 75 percent and of lupin, peas and vetch in the sowings of annual crops, 
from 33 to 65 percent. In general, with due regard for alternate crops high-pro- 
tein crops will occupy almost 4 million hectares. 


Now a few words about these figures and percentages. Under Belorussia's conditions 
lucerne produces 450 to 500 and during good years even 600 quintals of green mass 
per hectare, that is, 15 to 20 quintals of digestible protein. In alternate crops 
we had grain crops on 70 percent of the areas. We are decisively exchanging them 
for the cruciferae family--Chinese radish, spring rape, spring and winter cress 

and white mustard. 


In addition to the fact that these crops are noted for cold hardiness and early 
ripening, they also contain a large amount of protein. The content of protein in 
their crops in July and August reaches 22 to 27 percent and there are 200 to 250 
grams of protein per fodder unit. 


Lupin is an important crop in the group of pulse crops, because it occupies the 
leading place in the output of protein per hectare among other crops. An annual 
commodity production of fodder lupin grain in the amount of 600,000 tons out of 
the necessary 1.1 million tons of protein fodder will significantly contribute to 
an efficient utilization of all grain fodder. The structure of fodder grain crops 
will be as follows: barley and oats, 64 to 65 percent, rye and wheat, 20 percent 
and pulse crops, 15 to 16 percent. With such a correlation of these crops in the 
ration's grain part there will be 105 to 107 grams of digestible protein per fod- 
der unit. 


Hayfields and pastures occupy 3.2 million hectares in our republic, that is, 36 
percent of all the agricultural land. Improved meadows will total 2.6 million 
hectares by the end of the five-year plan. We plan to double their productivity 
and to increase the output of fodder units to 45 quintals per hectare. Meadow 
land will produce 45 percent of the necessary grass fodder. 


All this raises the problem of seed growing very acutely. In the past many farms 


in the republic were in need of seeds of fodder crops and grasses, especially lu- 
cerne, peas, vetch and lupin. Now we are close to the solution of this problem. 
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A total of 600 specialized farms will grow seeds of grasses and of other fodder 
crops. By the end of the five-year plan they will fully provide the republic's 
farms with them, perhaps with the exception of lucerne. 


I would like to discuss it separately. An analysis of scientific and production 
data shows that a good seed harvest can be obtained only once in 4 or 5 years. 
This is connected primarily with natural factors—-the low temperature and high 
moisture during the period of plant blooming. 


In our opinion, it is necessary to intensively grow lucerne seeds in the country's 
climatic zones where lucerne annually produces a guaranteed seed harvest. With 
regard to winterhardy varieties adapted to local conditions, whose seeds could be 
obtained on some farms in small amounts, they could be supplied to southern regions 
for a further accelerated reproduction. Apparently, the USSR Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and local bodies should undertake the solution of this problem. 


Fertilizers are decisive factors in the intensification of meadow land and in an 
increase in its productivity. We consider it economically substantiated, in addi- 
tion to what is allocated, to assign a significant part of the annual increase in 
mineral fertilizer deliveries to pastures and hayfields, as well as to grasses in 
crop rotation. 


During the five-year plan the amount of mineral fertilizers for fodder crops will 
increase by 28 to 30 percent. A total of 32 million tons of organic fertilizers, 
that is, 40 percent of their total procurement volume, will be applied. About 38 
percent of the mineral fertilizers annually allocated for fodder crops are to be 
utilized on hayfields and pastures. The use of chemical plant protection agents 
will increase and the volumes of liming will expand... 


The output of fodder yeast from timber waste will be of considerable help. One 
ton of such raw materials produces up to 220 kg. 


The production of high-protein fodder of animal origin--for example, meat and bone 
meal at the republic's meat combines--occupies a significant place in the general 
problem of supplying protein for animal husbandry. On the average, it is possible 
to obtain more than 5,000 tons of meat and bone meal annually. Dairy plants, where 
the drying of skimmed milk and buttermilk is organized, can produce more than 
1,500 tons of protein annually. 


The output of fodder yeast from straw, flax stock and sunflower shells will be of 
considerable help. One ton of such raw materials produces 290 kg of yeast. The 
Rechitsa and Bobruysk hydrolysis yeast plants operate on the basis of this tech- 
nology. 


The utilization of carbamide and other synthetic nitrogen substances, a dry pro- 
tein-vitamin concentrate and paste from grass juice in the rations of ruminant an- 
imals is a promising source of protein derivation. The derivation of a dry con- 
centrate containing up to 50 percent of biologically complete protein from luceme, 
clover, lupin and other leguminous grasses is especially promising. The Pripyat' 
Enterprise for the production of such a concentrate is now being put into opera- 
tion in Mozyrskiy Rayon. 
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We cannot solve all fodder production problems with our own forces. The imperfect 
design and low productivity of harvesting machines prolong harvesting periods and 
lower the quality of fodder. Calculations show that for this reason we annually 
lose 20 to 25 percent of the grown protein. A replacement in the machine pool of 
the 12-cube trailer of the Gomel' Agricultural Machine Building Plant with a new 
20-cube trailer alone would make it possible to greatly lower fodder losses. 


Let us take the following problem. Many interfarm enterprises for fodder produc- 
tion with mixed feed, grass meal and granular mixture lines operate in the repub- 
lic. However, the production costs of 1 quintal of fodder units of dehydrated 
fodder are high owing to a large expenditure of fuel. A total of 300 to 350 kg of 
fuels and oils are used for the preparation of 1 ton of grass meal. The productim 
costs of pelletized feed and, therefore, of livestock products can be reduce« 
through the maximum gasification of agriculture. I realize that it is not so sim- 
ple to do this. One would think, however, that the USSR State Planning Committee 
can find an acceptable solution. For a successful solution of fodder production 
problems it is also necessary to significantly increase the deliveries of polymer 
film, inexpensive preservatives and other chemical additives. 


The system of management of fodder production is now being reorganized on the re- 
public's kolkhozes and sovkhozes. At the same time, the experience of Grodnenskaya 
Oblast is widely used. In this oblast most farms have already established large 
subdivisions, which include economically accountable specialized links with the 
necessary set of equipment and permanent plots of meadows, pastures and land oc- 
cupied by fodder crops. Everything is done not only to more rapidly complete the 
process of reorganization--evolution of fodder production into an independent sec- 
tor--but to staff it with skilled personnel as well. 


Beginning from the farm, the rayon and the entire republic an object program for 

an increase in the production and quality of fodder was developed in all directions 
for the 5-year period. Its implementation will make it possible to establish a 
firm base for the development of collective animal husbandry and to supply fodder 
for livestock in the population's private use. All this will become the basis for 
a successful solution of the big and complex tasks facing the republic's kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes in the fulfillment of the food program.

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FIRST HAYING PROGRESS REPORTED 

Belorussian Feed Crop Harvesting

| Text] Practically all of the republic's farms have commenced their mass harvesting 
of grasses from the first cutting. Favorable weather is making it possible to 
procure successfully the various types of feed and especially hay. 


According to the situation on 10 June, sown and natural grasses were cut down on 
358,200 hectares, or more than 16 percent of the plan. From the oblast standpoint, 
Grodnenskaya Oblast is the leader -- the mowing of grasses has been carried out on 
one fourth of the areas. The workers at kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Gomel 'skaya 
Oblast are not lagging very far behind. The hay mowing rates are somewhat lower on 
farms in Brestskaya Oblast. Here the grasses have been cut down on only one out of 
every five hectares. 


And how is the procurement of feed proceeding in the remaining zones of the 

republic? In Minskaya Oblast the sown and natural grzsses have been cut down on less 
than 50,000 hectares, or from an area which constitutes 12 percent of the amount to 
be harvested. This result is by no means gratifying. The kolkhozes and sovkhozes 

in Minskaya Oblast were well supplied with equipment and human resources and the 
haying work should be carried out at considerably greater rates. 


If the available technical resources are employed in a correct and thrifty manner, 

it is possible to cut down grasses on 162,000 hectares daily throughout the republic. 
Actually, this indicator has not been achieved by even 50 percent. Thus, by 9 June 
the grasses had been cut down on only 59,300 hectares, or 37 percent of the planned 
indicator. By this date, not one oblast had coped with its assigned task. The 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Brestskaya Oblast should have mown their grasses on 20,000 
hectares, but they actually completed such work on only 12,000 hectares. The machine 
operators in Gomel'skaya Oblast fulfilled their daily task by only 43.2 peecent. 


Operational data confirms the fact that by no means have all of the kolkhoz and 


sovkhoz workers displayed the proper degree of responsibility in their approach to 
this most important work -- the procurement of feed. For example, whereas the 
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kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Zel'venskiy Rayon have already cut down their sown and 
natural grasses on the larger portion of their areas, those in the neighboring 
Slonimskiy Rayon -- only on one third of their areas. The situation is even worse 

in Dyatlovskiy Rayon, which is located nearby. In Brestskaya Oblast, the kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes in Gantsevichskiy, Stolinskiy and Drogichinskiy Rayons are carrying out 
their hay mowing work extremely slowly. In Gomel'skaya Ublast, no haste is being 
displayed in harvesting grasses in Loyevskiy and Petrikovskiy Rayons. 


Nor can we overlook one particular fact. Glusskiy and Osipovichskiy Rayons are 
considered to be southern rayons in Mogilevskaya Oblast. Thus it would seem that 
they would have been the first to complete their hay mowing work. Unfortunately, 
these rayons lag behind many others in the oblast in terms of their haying rates. 
By 9 June the farms in Glusskiy Rayon had cut their grasses down on an area 
constituting 11 percent of the plan and in Khotimskiy and Klimovichskiy Rayons -- 
from an area in excess of 14 percent of all of their grass lands. 


This year the republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes must increase sharply their 
procurements of one valuable type of feed -- hay. Possessing a correct understanding 
of the assigned task, many farms have created special mechanized brigades. More 
than 100 tons of high quality hay have been procured at the Zarya Kommunizma Kolkhoz 
in Ivanovskiy Rayon, at the Luch Breeding Plant in Berezovskiy Rayon and at the 
Parokhonskiy Sovkhoz in Pinskiy Rayon. However, there are some farms which are 
procuring almost no hay whatsoever. In Brestskaya Oblast, the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in Pruzhanskiy and Stolinskiy Rayons are unpardonably slow in harvesting 
their grasses for hay; in all, they have laid away only 0.3 percent. The workers in 
many rayons in Minskaye Oblast are far from achieving their planned goal -- to have 
an average of one and a half tons of high quality hay per cow. 





Speaking before a meeting of the party-economic aktiv in Gomel'skaya Oblast, 
Candidate Member of the Politburo of the CC CPSU and lst Secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Belorussia, T.Ya. Kiselev, stated: "We must 
improve the use of units employed for producing vitamin-enriched meal, with each 
unit producing no less than 500 tons of this valuable feed. The work should be 
organized in a manner such that this year adequate amounts of vitamin-enriched meal 
will be supplied not only to the state mixed feed industry, but also to kolkhoz, 
sovkhoz and interfarm shops and plants for the processing of internally produced 
grain forage and the preparation of feed mixtures. We must introduce into operations 
the experience accumulated by farms in the Lithuanian SSR in the production of grass 
chop."" How is the assigned task being solved? Since the very first days of the 
mowing work, many kolkhozes and sovkhozes have been actively processing their grasses 
at artificial drying stations. But the work is not going forward in this manner in 
all areas. More than 30 percent of the units for the production of dehydrated feed 
have still not been included in the work. In some areas they are being used for 
single-shit* operations, although triple-shift operations should be organized. 


The procurement of feed is the most importantitask of the day. All efforts must be 
directed towards compensating for the slow grass harvesting rates. The dragging out 
of the mowing schedules and violations of the feed procurement technology result in 
tremendous losses in fodder and in a 25-30 percent reduction in the nutritional 
value of the prepared feed. By no means can such a situation be tolerated:

Rapidly the Harvesting of Grasses From the First Cutting") 


| Text] Having organized their haying operations in a fine manner, the farms in 
Kaunasskiy, Pasval'skiy, Panevezhskiy, Shilutskiy, Skuodasskiy, Tauragskiy and 
Ukmergskiy Rayons have already procured 4-4.9 quintals of feed units of grass feed 
for each standard head of large-horned cattle. However, this same situation_does 
not exist in all areas. Concern is being evidenced for the procurement rates for 
these feeds on individual farms in Trakayskiy, Moletskiy, Vilkavishkskiy, 
Rokishkskiy and some other rayons, where considerably smaller amounts have been laid 
away. The rates are being held up by the pause taking place between the cutting 
down and processing of the grasses. This substantial shortcoming in the above- 
mentioned farms and rayons must be eliminated and the yield obtained from.the first 
cutting of grasses processed as rapidly as possible. Each good hour of time must be 
devoted to procuring hay. When this is impossible, haylage must be produced and 
even after the haylage production plan has been fulfilled. And when we are no 
longer able to procure either hay or haylage, we must ensile the grass. 


Proper attention is not being given to the quality of the feed in all areas. It 
sometimes happens that straw is not spread out alongside the haylage and silage 
trenches and, as a result, when the grass is shipped dirt often falls into it. This 
lowers the quality of the haylage and silage considerably. Such shortcomings must 
be eliminated decisively. 


Owing to a high relative humidity on some farms, the hay placed in forced ventilation 
units tends to spoil. Thus newly arrived hay must be immediately inspected in all 
areas and measures undertaken to ensure that the feed procured for the winter is of 
high quality. In addition, each farm must strictly observe the requirements of the 
feed procurement technology. 


In order to accelerate the haying operations, all able-bodied members of the farms 
must be mobilized and assistance must be sought from people living in cities and 
rayon centers and from motor transport organizations and enterprises. Special work 
days must be organized on a mass basis for procuring feed. 


In order to increase the feed supplies available at all of the farms, the cutting 
down of grasses alongside ditches, roads, rivers and in forest glades should be 
carried out in a thorough manner and used for silage. 


As yet, the grass meal units are still not being employed in a sufficiently 
productive manner and their around-the-clock operation has not been organized. 

Over the past 4 days, on farms in Varenskiy, Ignalinskiy, Plungeskiy, Utenskiy and 
Kretingskiy Rayons, the average daily output of a unit has reached only 1.7-2.5 tons. 
The grass meal and chop being procured here is two times less than the average for 
the republic. These farms and also those in other rayons must ensure the productive 
operation of units being employed for the production of grass meal.

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LATVIAN DECREE LISTS REQUIREMENTS FOR FEED PROCUREMENT OPERATIONS

[Text] The Bureau of the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of Latvia Has adopted the decree entitled "On Feed Procurement 
Operations At Kolkhozes and Sovkhozes Throughout the Republic." 


It is noted in the decree that the republic's Ministry of Agriculture, Goskomsel '- 
khoztekhnika for the Latvian SSR, rayon party committees, rayon executive committees, 
primary party Organizations and farm leaders and specialists have carried out a 
definite amount of work in preparing for and carrying out feed procurement operations. 
The feed harvesting equipment was prepared in a high quality and timely manner. The 
majority of the republic's farms commenced procuring their feed considerably earlier 
than in past years. Many of them have already completed their first cutting of 
grasses and have procured high quality feed. 


At the same time, it is pointed out in the decree that the work being performed by 
individual rayon party committees, rayon executive committees and kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in organizing the feed procurement operations is being hampered by serious 
shortcomings and omissions, all of which are adversely affecting the procurement 
rates and the quality of the hay and haylage. As a result and by 29 June for the 
republic as a whole, only 23,600 tons of hay or 4.4 percent of the planned amount had 
been procured and only 342,000 tons of haylage -- 31 percent of the figure called for 
in the plan. These figures are completely inadequate. 


The farms in Valkskiy, Balvskiy, Gulbenskiy, Ludzenskiy, Madonskiy and Tsesisskiy 
Rayons commenced their feed procurement work on an unjustifiably late basis and it is 
presently being conducted at a low tempo. A considerable pause has been allowed to 
take place between the mowing and harvesting of the grasses and this has brought about 
a deterioration in the quality of the feed. 


Considerable concern has been aroused by the low rates for procuring coarse feed, 
especially hay. The rayon party committees and rayon executive committees have 
reduced the degree of exactingness imposed upon kolkhoz and sovkhoz leaders and 
specialists with regard to accelerating the rates for procuring high quality feed 
and they are not undertaking the measures required for preventing violations of the 
technology for laying in: haylage. Many farms have elected to follow an easier path 
and instead of procuring hay, haylage and grass chop, they are laying in silage. 
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On a number of farms, the feed being procured is of low quality, especially the 
haylage. The schedules for filling the trenches are being dragged out and grass that 
has not been sufficiently sun-dried is being laid away. In addition, large 
quantities of dirt are being found in the transport vehicles, self-warming of the 
bulk is occurring as a result of insufficient tamping and this is resulting in a 
deterioration in the quality of the feed and in great nutrient losses. 


It is noted in the decree that as yet the Ministry of Agriculture for the Latvian 
SSR, the agricultural administrations of the rayon executive committees and the 
agroindustrial associations have not undertaken efficient measures aimed at 
preventing feed losses during the procurement process or exercising control over 
observance of the feed procurement technology, especially that for haylage. Of the 
amount of bulk laid in and inspected, only 67 percent conforms to the standard for 
haylage and 33 percent -- silage. 


Upon noting that more than 56,000 tons of artificially dehydrated feed have been 
procured -- 1.6 times mov: than by this same period iast year -- the Bureau of the 
Communist Party of Latvia is directing attention to the fact that these indicators 
could be better if the primary party organizations of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and 
the rayon party committees displayed the proper degree of exactingness with regard to 
the farm specialists and leaders, in matters concerned with organizing continuous 
operation of the grass meal units. Each day, owing to a lack of organization and the 
absence of proper control over equipment operation, there are 10-15 units lying idle 
at kolkhozes and sovkhozes throughout the republic. Moreover, 40-50 units lie idle 
as a result of untimely servicing and repair work by the farm engineering services 
and Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika. 


The decree focuses a great amount of attention on the problem of assistance being 
furnished to the rural areas and on organizing the labor of those who come to aid in 
the feed procurement work. It is noted that a number of rayon and municipal party 
committees have not organized the departure of people for the farms or the highly 
productive utilization of manual and office workers who came to the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes for the purpese of furnishing practical assistance in procuring the feed. 
The ministries of agriculture and the fruit and vegetable industry, Goskomsel 'khoz- 
tekhnika for the Latvian SSR, rayon party committees, rayon executive committees ,and 
the primary party organizations have not achieved a proper organization of labor, nor 
have they made full use of the available reserves and potential for increasing the 
feed procurement rates and raising the quality of the feed. 


The decree obligates the ministries of agriculture and the fruit and vegetable 
industry, Goskomsel'khoztekhnika for the Latvian SSR, the rayon and municipal party 
committees and the primary party organizations to eliminate these shortcomings and 
to raise the feed procurement rates and the quality of the feed. 


The republic's party, professional trade union and komsomol organizations must 
improve the organizational work associated with unconditional fulfillment of the 

5 June 1981 Decree of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Latvia entitled 
"On Increasing the Production and Improving the Quality of Feed During 1981." 


The municipal and rayon party committees must systematically organize the mass 
departure of workers from industrial enterprises and institutes, to aid in procuring 
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feed at kolkhozes and goskhozes throughout the republic on Saturdays and Sundays. 
The leaders of kolkhozes and goskhozes, primary party, professional trade union and 
komsomol organizations are obligated to prepare a front of work in advance for the 
highly productive utilization of workers for procuring feed, mainly on unsuitable 
lands, and also for procuring hay. 


The decree obligates the ministries of agriculture and the fruit and vegetable 
industry, Goskomsel'khoztekhnika for the Latvian SSR, rayon and municipal party 
committees and the primary party organizations as follows: 


--to undertake exhaustive measures aimed at achieving the unconditional fulfillment, 
by each farm throughout the republic, of the plans for procuring high quality coarse 
feed. Special attention is focused on improving the quality of the feed and 
preventing violations of the technology employed for procuring it; 


--to raise the exactingness of farm leaders and specialists in matters concerned with 
improving operations, making extensive use of progressive technologies and leading 
experience and ensuring maximum utilization of material resources in the procurement 
of feed; 


--to achieve more rational use of the grass meal units, organize their around-the- 
clock operation and reduce equipment idle time; 


--to undertake measures to ensure the timely delivery of feed to the storage areas 
and its proper crediting and preservation. 


The Council of Ministers for the Latvian SSR is tasked with solving the problem of 
satsifying the kolkhoz and sovkhoz requirements for transport vehicles for moving the 
feed to the storage areas. 


The People's Control Committee of the Latvian SSR must intensify its work of 
exercising control over the quality of the feed being procured.

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KAZAKH FEED CROP HARVESTING 
Haymowing Yield by Oblast 
Alma-Ata, KAZAKHSTANSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 2 Jul 81 pl 


[Text] The republic's sovkhozes and kolkhozes, taking advantage of the good 
weather, have increased the pace of livestock feed harvesting. As of 29 June 
grass had been mowed for hay and haylage on 7,639,000 hectares, which is 27 per- 
cent of the plan. By that date 3,371,000 tons of hay, 22 percent of the plan, 
and 1,486,000 tons of haylage, 59 percent of the plan, had been stored up. 


The table below gives figures on progress in putting by livestock feeds by ob- 
lasts (in percentages of the plan).

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The farms have built up 456,000 tons more hay and 310,000 tons more haylage than 
last year. 


Though there has been a general increase in the harvesting and storing of hay in 
the republic, sovkhozes and kolkhozes in Gur'yevskaya, Dzhezkazganskaya, Kzyl- 
Ordinskaya and Semipalatinskaya oblasts have fallen behind the 1980 level. 


Fodder-harvesting month was declared as of 22 June on the republic's farms. As- 
signments for the past week were not fulfilled by Alma-Atinskaya, Dzhambulskaya, 
Dzhezkazganskaya, Kokchetavskaya, Pavlodarskaya, Semipalatinskaya, Tselinograd- 
skaya and Chimkentskaya oblasts for hay nor by Aktyubinskaya, Gur' yevskaya, 
Kzyl-Ordinskaya, Kokchetavskaya, Kustanayskaya, Pavlodarskaya, Severo-Kazakh- 
stanskaya and Tselinogradskaya oblasts for haylage. 


Not enough attention is being paid to the quality of livestock feeds. On a num- 
ber of farms in Aktyubinskaya, Kustanayskaya, Severo-Kazakhstanskaya, Turgay- 
skaya and Tselinogradskaya oblasts the hay is not being stacked on time after 
mowing. There is a gap between mowing and stacking on more than a fourth of the 
area. 


Production of grass meal has increased 4,600 tons over last year. But the stand 
of grass and available equipment afford the possibility of increasing the rate 
at which this fodder is harvested and stored. Over the past week only 14,000 
tons of it was put by, though the assignment calls for 20,000. The daily output 
per machine was 600 kg in Pavlodarskaya Oblast, 800 in Turgayskaya, and 1,000 kg 
of grass meal in Aktyubinskaya and Ural'skaya oblasts. So far farms in Kzyl- 
Ordinskaya and Dzhezkazganskaya oblasts have not begun its production. 


Sovkhozes and kolkhozes need to take full advantage of the days of good weather 
and step up the pace of harvesting and storing fodder so as to ensure fulfill- 
ment of assignments. 


Progress, Potential for Increase 
Moscow TRUD in Russian 3 Jul 81 p l

of Green Harvest" ] 


[Text] Full-scale harvesting of fodder crops has begun in all oblasts of Ka- 
zakhstan. When corm for silage and mangel-wurzel are included, the area planted 
to fodder crops in the republic has now been brought up to 10 million hectares. 


A rich yield has been obtained everywhere on artificial meadows. For example, 
in Chimkei.tskaya Oblast, where the first cutting of alfalfa has already been 
completed, the farms obtained an average of 40 quintals of hay per hectare--con- 
siderably more than usual. 


Expansion of irrigated fields and their increased productivity are the result of 
the course adopted to organize livestock feed production as an independent 
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branch. On many of Kazakhstan's kolkhozes and sovkhozes specialized depart- 
ments, detachments and teams are gaining strength, and in the leading livestock- 
raising areas there are now more and more farms where raising, harvesting and 
processing feed represents a principal line of activity. 


"Practical experience has convinced us that this reorganization was sensible and 
necessary," says N. Golovatskiy, Hero of Socialist Labor and chairman of the 
Kolkhoz 40 Let Oktyabrya in Taldy-Kurganskaya Oblast. "All types of livestock 
feed are now being raised on our farm by permanent subdivisions rather than sea- 
sonal work crews. The earnings of machine operators depend on the end result-- 
the quantity and quality of the product. And now at all livestock-raising com- 
plexes there is not only an adequate amount of feed, but also a broad variety of 
feeds. The kolkhoz fulfilled the assignment of the last 5-year plan at a level 
of 168 percent and sold 25,000 tons of meat to the state." 


The concentration of equipment in large collectives has made it possible for 
most farms to adopt an industrial-type technology. Part of the manpower is as- 
signed to harvesting grasses and delivering green fodder to the farms, and an- 
other to bringing in hay and haylage and grass meal, as well as to irrigation 
and application of manufactured fertilizers. Mowing the grasses in short peri- 
ods of time makes it possible to fit one or even two more cuttings of perennial 
grasses in the season. For Kazakhstan as a whole this is a notable addition to 
the livestock feed budget. After all, the republic has about 1 million hectares 
planted to alfalfa alone. 


Maximum preservation of the nutrient qualities of the grasses is a particular 
concern. Following the example of machine operators in Kustanayskaya Oblast, 
who are initiators of the republic competition to build up a dependable reserve 
of livestock feed, on sovkhozes and kolkhozes in many areas where livestock 
raising is done intensively, ordinary mowing machines have been replaced by har- 
vesters and rebuilt grain combines that have done their service. The hay is 
pressed into bales directly from the windrows and delivered to storage places. 
This preserves the leaf and flower of the grasses, which contain the largest 
amount of nutrients. 


Kazakh scientists have come to the aid of farmworkers in the effort to improve 
the quality of livestock feed. For instance, microbiologists of the republic 
academy of sciences have developed the formula and organized production of a 
preparation whose addition to haylage when it is being stored increases its 
storage life several times over. Specialists include its simple method of ap- 
plication among the virtues of the new preservative. Only a liter of water in 
which 10-15 grams of the preparation have been dissolved is needed to preserve 
a ton of haylage. 


But in spite of the multitude of constructive examples and the skillful use of 
progressive technology in the republic, the green harvest is still not being 
conducted at a high level everywhere. For instance, the repair of hay-harvest- 
ing equipment has been unjustifiably drawn out on farms in Karmakchinskiy, Tere- 
nozekskiy, Yanykurganskiy and Aral'skiy rayons in Kzyl-Ordinskaya Oblast. The 
preparation of haylage and silo storage facilities on the sovkhozes and kolkhozes 
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of Rudnyy Altay is causing alarm: construction has been completed on only 3 of 
the 26 that were to be put into service by the time large-scale mowing began. 
The harvesting of vitamin-rich grass meal is going at a slow pace on certain 
farms in Aktyubinskaya and Gur'yevskaya oblasts. 


Party, soviet, trade union and economic authorities are making effort to correct 
the shortcomings, to set up work posts, and to assign additional equipment to 
the farms. The effort to build up a reliable reserve of livestock feed is gain- 
ing strength. Machine operators in Kazakhstan have assumed the obligation to 
harvest 15 million tons of hay, 23 million tons of silage, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons of grass meal.

LARGEST HOG RAISING COMPLEX IN UZBEKISTAN DESCRIBED 
Tashkent EKONOMIKA I ZHIZN‘ in Russian No 4, Apr 81 pp 64-65 


/article by S. Fioletov: "The Largest in the Republic"/ 
/[Text/ Early maturing animal husbandry--hog and broiler fattening and rabbit and 
waterfowl raising--is one of the efficient ways of increasing meat production. 


Many hog raising complexes and subsidiary farms of large industrial enterprises 
have already been built and operate in the republic. The benefit from early matur- 
ing animal husbandry is obvious. Whereas, on the average, one calf can be annually 
obtained from one cow, 10 to 15 hoglings, from one sow. Therefore, it is possible 
to rapidly build up the herd stock and to increase meat delivery. Its production 
costs and labor expenditures are also lower. 


In 1978 such a complex for the annual fattening of 108,000 head of hogs was built 
and put into operation on the Gallyakuduk Sovkhoz in Tashkentskaya Oblast. Its 
construction cost 13.5 million rubles. It was built by the Akhangaran Mobile Mech- 
anized Column-1 of the Uzbekshakhtostroy Trust. Young stock began to arrive there 
for fattening during the same year. At present there are 57,000 head at the con- 
plex. 


What doe such a large enterprise represent? I. I. Dem'yanenko, its chief, states 
the following: 


"You have rightly observed--it is precisely an enterprise. All processes are 
fully mechanized and automated. Even some plants and factories can envy us in 
this respect. For example, fodder and milk are distributed by automatic machines 
on orders from the central control panel. Our complex is fully established on an 
industrial basis. Just as finished articles come off the conveyer at an enter- 
prise after a certain period, so 300 head are delivered at our complex every 
month. We must send the same number of head to meat combines. In brief, this is 
an efficiently operating meat conveyer. 


"It consists of two sectors: reproduction and fattening sectors. The reproduction 
and raising of hoglings up to the age of 106 days with a live weight of 38 kg per 
head are envisaged in the former. In all, when the complex reaches the planned 
capacity, we will obtain more than 117,000 hoglings annually. 
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"Production is based on the following principles characteristic, as I have already 

stated, of a large industrial enterprise: regularity and continuity of the produc- 
tion process, its flow nature with a separate shop labor organization, specializa- 

tion, separate keeping of each group of hogs and a strict observance of the veter- 

inary preventive regime... 


"The technological process envisages two cycles--reproduction and raising of young 
stock--carried out on two parallel flow lines. 


"A group of 30 sows, for the production of no fewer than 10 hoglings from each, is 
the basic reproduction unit on a line. 


"Thirty-two days after insemination sows are transferred to another hog house e- 
quipped with group stalls. They stay there 82 days, after which they are moved to 
the breeding hog house, where hoglings appear. They stay with the mother for 26 
days and then are transferred to the hog house for weaners. It should be stressed 
that during the raising period the planned loss can be no higher than 7 percent. 


"The reproduction sector is separate from the fattening complex by a distance of 
almost 90 meters--this is dictated by veterinary requirements. 


"Each hog house is divided into 16 isolated sections. In turn they have 30 sepa- 
rate barns for sows with two lateral departments for suckling hoglings. One has 
an automatic feeder and an automatic water bowl and the other, an infrared irra- 
diator for heating. 


"I did not discuss the raising technology in such detail by accident. As you see, 
it is complicated. It is not easy to deliver hogs with a conditioned weight, 
which averages 100 kg per head. If this figure is multiplied by the total number 
of annually fed hogs, it will turn out that by the end of the five-year plan the 
state will annually receive about 11,000 tons of meat. 


"Numerous mechanisms provide great assistance in our work. Automatic equipment is 
used widely. I have already discussed this. Therefore, the service personnel is 
not big. 


"An excellently equipped laboratory controls the observance of technological para- 
meters. Veterinary services are well organized. This is understandable. With- 
out an efficient implementation of sanitary preventive measures it is impossible 
to attain good results. 


"A laboratory of the Uzbek Scientific Research Institute of Animal Husbandry of 
the Cer.tral Asian Department of the All-Union Academy of Agricultural Sciences 
imeni V. I. Lenin has begun to operate at the complex as of this year. Scientists 
will study the effect of the microclimate on animals and on an increase in their 
productivity. In the republic as yet there is no experience in keeping such a 
number of hogs. 


"Here is another detail of no small importance. The complex is fully provided 


with fodder by the state. Incidentally, only such large farms as ours have this 
privilege. As the saying goes, at least this problem does not give us a headache. 
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We can wholly engage in breeding work and in an increase in herd productivity. 

The Akhangaran Flour Milling Combine supplies feed for our complex. True, it is 
not always balanced in components, but, as far as I know, the combine is now be- 
ing reconstructed. Technology is being improved. I believe that the problem will 
be solved soon. It should not be forgotten that the Gallyakuduk Sovkhoz, which 
has its own fodder land, is next to us. Therefore, it can always help us. 


"Another problem must be discussed in greater length. Such a vast complex requires 
not only constant attention to production and technology, but to an improvement in 
the purity of stock as well. Therefore, right now it is necessary to seriously 
engage in selection work. 


"This is precisely the path that in the future will increase the productivity of 
hogs and improve the quality of meat. This path is not easy and not quick. There- 
fore, it is necessary to embark on it without delay. 


"The republic's Ministry of Agriculture is building a pedigree reproducer for this 
purpose. According to the plan it should be put into operation next year--it 
should, but I am not at all confident that it will. Last year about 1 million ru- 
bles were allocated for these purposes, but only one-third of the allocations was 
utilized. It is impossible to solve the problem at such rates. 


"Housing construction and the personnel problem resulting from it are other very 
acute problems. The same ministry was supposed to see to it that favorable housing 
and domestic conditions were created for workers at the compiex. However, we now 
have less than one-half of the housing we need. The State Committee for Construc- 
tion of Waterworks is now building dwellings and social and general projects. It 
is building them slowly. There are also objective reasons for this. The inade- 
quate capacities of construction organizations are the main one. According to the 
plan the construction of these projects should be basically completed next year. 
This is logical if we take into consideration that our complex will reach the 
planned capacity in 1983. 


"The basic trends in our country's social and economic development also contain a 
direct appeal to us: 'To intensively develop hog breeding and to expand the ca- 
pacities of industrial-type hog breeding enterprises. ' 

"Our collective also directs all its efforts and energy toward the most rapid mas- 
tering of planned capacities in order to supply our products to the population 
stably and on an ever greater scale. This is our task and our immediate goal."

UTILIZATION OF FIXED CAPITAL IN LATVIAN AGRICULTURE 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 2 Jul 81 p 2

tute of Farming and Economics of Agriculture: "Being Able to Manage the Ruble"] 


[Text] The material and technical base of agriculture in the Latvian SSR has be- 
come appreciably stronger in the past ten years. Suffice it to say that during 
this time fixed capital for agricultural purposes has increased than 2.5-fold and 
amounts to 1,380 rubles per hectare of agricultural land on the kolkhozes and 
1,500 rubles per hectare on the sovkhozes. The volume of the gross output in the 
public sector has increased 24 percent during this time. 


But still capital investments and fixed capital in agriculture are increasing more 
rapidly than the gross output and labor productivity. During the past ten years 

an average annual increase in gross output of 1 percent has required an increase of 
4 percent in fixed capital. 


Factors that do not depend on agriculture have played a role in the reduction of the 
indicator of capital-output ratio. Still, shortcomings in the formation of the ma- 
terial and technical base for production have had an effect, especially in crop 
growing. In this branch there were large losses of the crop of coarse and juicy 
feeds and potatoes. These omissions were taken into account in the plans for the 
lith Five-Year Plan. One-third of the overall capital investments to be made in 
agricultural construction are to be spent on improving the material and technical 
base for plant growing. 


The active migration of rural populations to the cities has continued during the 
past ten years. The labor force has been leaving mainly those kolkhozes and sov- 
khozes on which problems of technical progress and those of a social nature are 
being resolved slowly. Some of the farms have begun to lag behind in economic de- 
velopment. The arrears have also been increased by the inadequately substantiated 
distribution of the limits of capital investments and construction and installation 
work, means of mechanization and other resources and, the main thing, inadequate 
attention to solving social problems (providing housing, construction of kinder- 
gartens, stores, houses of culture, and consumer service points). 
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The republic has now established a special-purpose program for overcoming the ar- 
rears of the economically weak farms. It has been decided to give these farms more 
than half of the overall volume of capital investments in agriculture. It is in- 
tended to use 30 percent of the investments allotted for construction for construct- 
ing housing. 


A good deal has been done to industrialize animal husbandry in the republic during 
the past two five-year plans. There are now 178 complexes for producing milk and 
19 complexes for producing pork in operation in Latvia. Last year they produced 18 
percent of the milk and 16 percent of the pork. The considerable expenditures on 
concentration and industrialization of animal husbandry are already producing an 
appreciable economic effect. 


Let us take the hog raising complexes. The production price of pork is considerably 
less on them. Last year 8.1 man-hours were expended on the production of a quintal 
of weight gain on the kolkhoz complexes and 6.5 man-hours on the sovkhoz complexes. 
This is 52 percent less than the average for the republic. The amount of weight 
gain was also greater on the hog raising complexes. 


Last year the average milk yield per cow on the complexes was 2,850 kilograms, which 
is 95 kilograms more than the average for the republic. Labor productivity was also 
higher on the complexes. In the republic as a whole an average of 5.5 man-hours 
were expended on the production of a quintal of milk, on the dairy complexes this 
figure was 3.8 man-hours. Individual achievements are even greater. Thus on the 
Yudazhi complex in Rizhskiy Rayon where 650 cows are kept, only 1.5 man-hours are 
expended on each quintal of milk, and on the complex of the Kolkhoz imeni Lenin in 
Talsinskiy Rayon--1.7 man-hours. 


The situation is not so good with respect to the effectiveness of production expen- 
ditures. The profitability of milk production on the complexes of the kolkhozes 
was 3.9 percent, and on the sovkhoz complexes--only 0.2 percent. The amount of 
fixed capital per cow more than doubled during the past ten years and amounts to an 
average of 1,100 rubles (on the complexes--1,700 rubles). But the milk yield per 
cow increased by only 6 percent during this period, which led to a considerable re- 
duction of the capital-output ratio. This convincingly demonstrates that not all 
farms where production has been concentrated have created the necessary prerequi- 
sites for efficient utilization of fixed capital. 


The unsuccessful experience of many complexes has demonstrated that one can not 
solve the problem of industrialization of production simply by concentrating capital 
investments in construction. Success depends on a comprehensive approach--providing 
the livestock with feeds, preparing the basic herd, constructing housing and so 
forth. 


One of the factors that had a negative effect on the efficiency of dairy complexes 
was the poorly justified decision about their sizes under specific production con- 
ditions. As practice has shown, many farms did not need to construct complexes for 
600 or even 400 head. These mistakes were taken into account when developing the 
plans for distribution and construction of animal husbandry complexes in the near 
future. The republic Ministry of Agriculture has established a firm policy for 
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deciding about the sizes of animal husbandry enterprises of an industrial type and 
about their distribution. In all cases large complexes will be constructed when 
there is a scientifically substantiated need, and only with the permission of the 
ministry. 


More attention will also be devoted to the reconstruction of existing dairy farms. 
An inventory that was conducted showed that 80 percent of the capitally constructed 
farms are in operation for less than 20 years. It would be expedient to reconstruct 
a considerable number of these facilities. The cost of this reconstruction is not 
great--from 300 to 500 rubles per accomodation for one animal. 


In connection with the extensive reconstruction of farms there arises a need for a 
sharp improvement in planning work. These problems are not being handled only by 
the republic Scientific Research Institute of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary 
Science, which is doing the best it can. But it can not satisfy all the needs of 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. It is known, for example, that the Lithuanian SSR has 
created a special republic institute for planning the reconstruction of agricultural 
sites. It would be good for us to borrow this experience. 


There is no doubt that the introduction of a proper policy for distributing capital 
investments, scientific substantiated selection of variants of construction and 
extensive reconstruction will have a positive effect on the utilization of capital 
and will increase the return from it. But most of our attention should undoubtedly 
be devoted to strenghening the feed base. For labor productivity and the effective- 
ness of capital investments in animal husbandry depend mainly on the productivity 

of the livestock. A grouping of the sovkhozes of the republic that was done by L. 
Kayre, candidate of economic sciences, showed that in the group of farms (44 of 
them) with milk yields of up to 2,600 kilograms per cow, for every 100 rubles' 

worth of capital investment 60 rubles' worth of products were produced, and in the 
group of farms (23 of them) with a milk yield of 3,600 and higher--this figure was 
35 percent more. A one-percent increase in the productivity of the cows is accom 
panied by an increase in labor productivity of 0.88 percent. And an increase in the 
expenditure of feeds per cow of 1 quintal of feed units per year is accompanied by 
an increased milk yield of 67.4 kilograms. 


And one can not achieve these results without a stable feed base. Taking this into 
account, the republic has developed a special-purpose program for a sharp increase 
in feed production. Its implementation will have a positive effect on the effici- 
ency of the utilization of fixed capital and will influence the efficiency of all 
production.

ALL-UNION COUNCIL DISCUSSES FRUIT, VEGETABLE NEEDS

[Text] Even before beginning a comprehensive exchange of opinions on ways to 
develop the fruit and vegetable agroindustrial complex, the conference participants 
studied with interest the stands of an exhibition on the experience of the work of 
the associations "Varnitsa" from Moldavia, "Zhiguli" from the Povolzh‘e region, 

the sovkhozes "Sad-gigant" in the Kuban’, "Strakhovskiy" on the Don and others of 
the advanced farms and enterprises. Their workers, using the advantages of agro- 
industrial integration, were able to increase sharply the harvest of vegetables, 
fruits and berries and improve the supply of these foodstuffs to the populace in 
recent years. 


During a two-day period in Rostov-on-Don, the all-union conference discussed the 
tasks of workers in the system of the USSR Ministry of the fruit and Vegetable 
Industry for increasing the procurement, processing and storage of fruit and 
vegetable products. In the report of Minister N. T. Kozlov and speeches by the 
First Secretary of the Rostov party obkom I. A. Bondarenko and the Ministers of the 
Fruit and Vegetable Industry of the RSFSR, V. I. Naumov, the UkSSR, V. A. Lisitsin, 
the KaSSR Ye. I. Dzherembayev, the UzSSR A. A. Alimov and others who appeared at 
the conference, and analysis was made of the results of the activity of earlier 
organized agroindustrial associations as well as the recently created Ministries 

of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry of the union republics and their oblast and 
kray associations. 


In the general opinion of the participants at the conference, the creation of a 
unified agroindustrial complex will permit the achievement of significant growth 
in the production of agricultural products, improvement in the organization of the 
procurement, processing, storage and trade and improvement in the supply of food- 
stuffs to the populace. There is already much evidence of this. Let us just take 
the Checheno-Ingushskoye agroindustrial and trade association "Konservplodovoshch". 
Having created it several years ago, a radical restructuring of the sphere of pro- 
duction, processing and sale of vegetables and fruit was carried out in the re- 
public, having subordinated all of these links to a single administration. Along 
with an increase in crop yield, the association fortified the material base of the 








farms. The final result was that harvests of the products increased, and sales of 
vegetables to the populace doubled, sales of fruits increased fivefold. The output 
of canned fruits and vegetables increased from 80 million standard cans to 120 
million. 





In the Ukraine, the Odesskoye oblast agroindustrial association made a good showing 
for itself, about which its director M. B. Miroshnikov told the conference in detail. 
The association's farms have 98,000 hectares of land, 3 canning plants, 105 stores 
for retail trade, a truck transport enterprise, a repair-construction sector and 
other services. Due to measures directed toward improving the working conditions 

of farming, introduction of high-yield varieties, a proper system of fertilization 
and overall mechanization of labor, the vegetable harvest increased noticeably, 

and the quality improved. As a result of the precise interaction of all links in 
the convevor and the elimination of departmental separateness, order was imposed in 
carrying out a timely gathering of the harvest, processing it and trading the 

fresh produce in the city. More than 85 percent pass along direct connections from 
field to store, and the effect is apparent. In the last five-year plan, the average 
annual production of vegetables increased by a factor of 1.4 without increasing 

the area over which they are planted, and 96 percent of all the produce was accepted 
as standard. The output of canned vegetables, including those for feeding children, 
increased by a factor of more than 1.5. 


The activity of the Benderovskoye scientific-production agroindustrial association 
of Moldavia attests to the effectiveness of working in the new marner. 


"Our association," said its general director K. P. Novoderezhkin, "completely 
supplies the city of Bendery with fruit and vegetable products, selling it in fresh 
and processed form, and accurately fulfills the delivery of fruits and vegetables 
into the All-union and republic funds. Gross production volume reached 45 million 
rubles per year, and the association realizes a 4 million rubles profit annually. 


Ministries of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry have now been created and are already 

in operation in all of the republics; in the majority of them, the creation of the 
structural subdivisions is coming to an end. However, in individual oblasts and 
republics, this work is being drawn out unjustifiably. Here and there sovkhozes 

are mechanically being shifted from one department to another while the enterprises 

and organizations of the servicing. branches remain with their previous subordina- 

tion. It is occurring thus, for example, in Novosibirskaya, Ryazanskaya, Khar'kovskaya 
and certain other oblasts. 


The system of the USSR Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry already has a 
solid base at its disposal. Into it have gone 3,200 sovkhozes, more than 400 pro- 
duction associations and plants for the canned foods industry and 300 gorplodoovo- 
shchtorgs [municipal trade organization for trade with fruit and vegetable wares]. 
The formation process continues, but, it was said at the conference, it is not 
necessary to protract it since there are still complex problems to be resolved. 
Toward the end of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, enterprises of the USSR Ministry 

of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry will have to increase vegetable production to 
10.68 million tons, which is 19 percent more than the level achieved the last year, 
and production of melon crops must increase to 650,000 tons, or 40 percent more. 
The production of fruits, berries and grapes should be increased by a factor of 1.5, 
their harvest being increased to 3 million tons, and the output of canned fruit and 
vegetables must increase to 11 billion standard cans. 
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"The vegetable growers of Azerbaijan," said the republic Minister of the Fruit and 
Vegetable Industry T. Kh. Orudzhev, "expanded the planting area for tomatoes, 
cucumbers, cabbage, melons and other crops. They have already processed 245,000 
tons of fresh vegetables, which is 12,000 tons more than last year. Products are 
being shipped both to the All-union and the republic funds. A task has been set to 
procure 630,000 tons of vegetables during the current year and to bring the current 
yield tc 250 quintals per hectare and to increase the delivery of garden produce 
and improve its quality." 


Attention at the conference was directed in particular toward the importance of 
strict observance of schedules for delivery of vegetables, fruits and berries to 
their points of sale and processing. The work of USSR Gossnab association "Soyuz- 
tara" needs serious improvement in ensuring farms of containers and economical and 
convenient packaging. Moreover, it is necessary to accelerate the construction of 
refrigerator units and fruit and vegetable storage places, as well as the renovation 
of existing and the construction of new processing enterprises so that not a single 
kilogram of fruits, vegetables or other agricultural produce is wasted. 


Great possibilities for increasing the harvests of vegetables, potatoes, fruits, 
berries and grapes are being discovered with the implementation of production con- 
centration and specialization. The experience of many specialized farms such as, 
for example, the sovkhoz "Lebyazh'ya polyana" in Volgogradskaya Oblast, about which 
SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' has already reported, "Verkhnemullinskiy" in Permskaya Oblast and 
others convince us of this. It was said at the conference that in the production 
of vegetables and fruits, it is important to use irrigation more fully. In Pen- 
zenskaya Oblast, for example, only 1,900 hectares out of 9,700 planted in gardens 
and orchards are irrigated. The oblast chronically does not fulfill plans for 
vegetable procurement. 


Questions of strengthening state planning discipline, the responsibility of cadres 
in conducting a policy of economy and thriftiness, effective incorporation of 
capital investments and the production capacities of the fruit and vegetable com- 
plex resounded widely upon discussion. 


The Deputy Head of the Agricultural Department of the CPSU Central Committee I. P. 
Kapustyan participated in the work of the all-union conference. 
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
